The British Empire 


THE British imperial conference is meeting in 


A London. 
It is a hip thing, a considerable 


league of nations much more clor.ely knit than 
the one which has its headquarters at Geneva. 
Represented in it are Canada, Australia, New 
Zealand, India, South Africa, and Ireland—a 
mighty large share of the best part of the globe. 
Great Britain, the mother country, is the small- 
est in size and natural resources, hut.'the domin- 
ant figure because of hor centuries' accumula- 
tion of wealth and the fact that from her went 
out the colonists who made the dominions. 


A grave problem before the conference is 


the collapse of British trade. The old country 
hr." been sorely hurt since the war by 
the 


troublous economic conditions which made it 
impossible to sell and collect for her huge fac- 
tory production. That has dictated British po- 
licy in post-war affairs, particularly her en- 
deavor to re-establish German}- against French 
demands for her disintegration. England wants 
to get the world back to the old normal balance 
of economic adjustment as quick as may be, 
because the old arrangement was a comfortable 
and profitable one for her. France has defeat- 
ed British policy on the continent. Matters are 
further from normal, economically, than they 
v.-ere even during the war. British commercial 
and political prestige is far below what it was 
during and before the war. But (hat does not 
mean that Great Britain is through as a world 
power, though the French like to tell them- 
selves so when Poincare scores over Baldwin in 
the reparations debates. 


Canada, Australia, South Africa, New Zea- 


land—they are undeveloped mines of enormous 
v;ealth and power behind Great Britain. And 
they stand by the mother country. France has 
nothing to set against them. 
She can win a 


temporary victory because Britain and 
her 


dominions do not care to make an issue of the 
divergence in policy regarding Germany. But. 
in the long run the wealth and power of the 
great temperate colonies of the empire will tell, 
if they hold together. 
And they are holding 


together, because in addition to the bonds of a 
common ancestry and speech the British em- 
pire is held together by a wise policy of volun- 
tary association. The British made a great mis- 
take at the outset of their imperial career .when 
they refused the American colonies self-gov- 
ernment. Their yoke was thrown off and the 
richest prize of all the world lost to them. They 
have never made that mistake since. As fast 
as the dominions claim self-government and in- 
dependence they get it. There are practically 
r.o strings to them now—they "belong" to Great 
Britain only as loyal and self-supporting young 
men and women belong to a family. There is 
no bond, and consequently no chafing at the 
bond. 


Historians know that the colonial policy of 


the British empire is something absolutely new 
in the world. And most of them agree that it 
is a wonderfully effective policy. 


The British imperial conference now 
in 


session will have a lot to say about "imperial 
preference"—a tariff-wall against the world 
nround the mother-country and the dominions. 
It is proposed as the remedy for British econo- 
mic distress since the war, and it involves a 
complete reversal of a time-honored free trade 
policy. It is quite likely to be adopted, for the 
•came reasons that make the protective tariff 
£° popular in this country. Our business-men 
yill not like it so well as they like our tariff, 
ler it will shut them out of many export 
Markets.

MILWAUKEE, Wis.—More than one j 
million dollars' worth of aristocratic 
Vj:ack and silver foxes .are expected to 
bf: on exhibition at the fourth annual 
Live Silver Fox Show at Milvwikcc, 
Wis.. November 22-26. according to 
the forecasts of the National Silver 
Fox Breeders' association, director of 
the show.

This value represents 500 exhibits 
of th ofur bearers. 


Domestication of the silver fox, 


now said to number more than 17,000i 
animals in the world, chiefly in the j 
United States and Canada, was Iirst | 
accomplished, it is claimed by Robert I 
T. Oulton and Charles' Pulton, trap- ] 
pers of r. E. I., a Canadian province 
near the Gulf of St. Lawrence. Keep- 
ins their first catch in an old barn | 
until maturity. Oulton and Dalton sent | 
their pelts to London, where they are 
said to have brought fabulous prices. 


The -originators of the industry are 


reported to have attempted to keep 
the secret of their enterprise from the 
world, but their 
growing 
incomes 


from pelts led to the discovery of the 
secret by neighbors and soon others 
became engaged in the business. 


Founders of the industry by selec- 


tive methods, produced a strain that 
was almost black, for pure blocks 
brought the higher prices in those 
days, according to 
market values. 


Their success in the business is re- 
ported to have led to wild speculation 
In the business. 
It is recorded that 
$25.000 was a. common price for a 
pair of breeding foxes at that time. 
Prices now have become stabilized 
and are more reasonable. 
Leading 


states in the Industry are Wisconsin. 
Michigan, Maine, Minnesota and New 
York. A large number are being rais- 
ed In Alaska. 


Like almost every, other livestock 


industry, propagation of the fox is 
said to be best conducted on a pro- 
frram. of culling out the inferior ani- 
mals and retaining only those of high- 
est type. 
The almost exhausted sup- 


ply of wild animals has caused the 
furs to come largely from the rancher 
xof the domesticated fox. The latter 
has the whole world for a market and 
because of the fow places where foxes 
may he successfully raised, -competi- 
tion of the business is said to be com- 
paratively small. 


At the present time Europe is the 
largest buyer of silver fox pelts, al- 
though South America and some Asi- 
atic countries linve shown signs of in- 
creased dema'nd. 
The supply here is 


said to be so limited as not to meet 
the European demand. 


Pelts of the silver fox are to bo bad 


on the market at- prices varying from 
$750 to $1,000 each.

The Hudson Super Six engine is of 
the six cylinder, vertical, L-head, 
water cooled type, of 3tf" bore by 
5" stroke. 


It employs a highly developed 


splash circulating lubricating sys- 
tem. An elevated exposed oil pump, 
plunger type, draws oil from the 
reservoir in the crankcase and de- 
livers it to the splash trough under 
No. 1 cylinder, m amounts exactly 
proportional to the load require- 
ments and controlled by the throttle 
opening. 


The oil overflows from No.xl 


splash trough to No. 2, from No. 2 
to No. 3, and so on, thus maintain- 
ing a level in all troughs.

Piston material and design have

strainer in the oil reservoir. 


Aluminum pistons of the constant 


clearance type are employed. The 
skirt or bearing part of this type of 
piston is slotted on one side to pro«- 
vide for expansion under heat and 
therefore permits the use of close 
clearances. In addition, horizontal 
slots are cut. through the piston 
below the lower ring to permit the 
free return of oil from the cylinder 
walls.

With the effective control of the. 


oil supply which is secured by this 
oil return provision on the pistons, 
the possibility of carbon formation 
is minimized. In addition, the char- 
acteristics of aluminum as a piston 
material tend to prevent the fuel 
knock which often occurs when car-
